November pushed homicides overall here to 
the highest level in nearly two decades. 

“The truth of the matter is Chicago is not 
out of control. There’s certain parts of the city 
that we have to address the violence,” Chica- 
go police Superintendent Eddie Johnson said 
Tuesday at a downtown City Club of Chicago 
breakfast. He and Cook County Sheriff Tom 
Dart told the room full of civic leaders and 
others gathered at Maggiano’s restaurant that 
they continue to push for new legislation to 
toughen penalties for repeat gun offenders. 

Johnson’s comments serve as pushback on 
President-elect Donald Trump’s comments 
earlier this year, when he described violence 
in Chicago as “out of control” and said Chica- 
go cops weren’t being tough enough on crime.

the continued fallout from the Laquan Mc- 
Donald shooting by Chicago police but said 
the department had “righted the ship” despite 
the skyrocketing number of homicides. 

Chicago recently topped 700 homicides 
for the year, the first time in nearly two de- 
cades, with November homicides totaling 77, 
the worst for that month since 78 in 1994. 

“When you leave here today, I want you to 
burn into your memory 71 1,” Johnson told the 
packed banquet room. “Seven hundred and 
eleven people have been murdered in the city 
of Chicago to date. Seven hundred and eleven 
lives, 711 families that won’t get to see their 
relatives for Christmas this year.” 

Both Johnson and Dart spoke of an upcom- 
ing partnership that will pair sheriff’s offi- 
cers with Chicago police officers, combining

*Hairspray* has a message 
that resonates this year

The post-Thanksgiving tradition continues 
Wednesday with the peacock network’s ad- 
aptation of the 2002 Tony Award-winning 
Broadway musical “Hairspray ” which, in turn, 
is based on the 1988 John Waters film of the 
same name. The flamboyant production’s 
all-star ensemble includes Harvey Fierstein, 
reprising his Tony-winning role as EdnaTirn- 
blad; Martin Short as Wilbur Turnblad; Kris- 
tin Chenoweth as Velma von Tussle; Jennifer 
Hudson as Motormouth Maybelle; and Ari- 
ana Grande as Penny Pingleton. 

“Hairspray” tells the story of the success- 
ful attempt by black and white Maryland 
teenagers in 1962— led by dance-loving Tracy 
Turnblad (played here by newcomer Maddie 
Baillio) — to integrate a teen dance show At 
its roots, it’s a story about the triumph of out- 
siders. 

“Tracy believes that everyone should be 
equal, everyone should be dancing together,” 
Baillio said. “I’m so glad it’s making the rounds 
again. Tes, the show is fun and there are some 
campy parts. But there are some real, power- 
ful moments in there that are needed today in 
a world where it sometimes feels like there is 
so much hate.” 

Much like last year’s timely production of 
“The Wiz”— which came amid a fraught year 
of protests against police brutality and of- 
fered up another voice in the debate of Afri- 
can American representation in Hollywood 
in the aftermath of #OscarsSoWhite— the 
issues tackled beneath the bubblegum colors 
and whipped-up coiffure of “Hairspray” seg- 
regation, race riots, and interracial romance— 
arrive at a critical moment. 

The Black Lives Matter movement remains 


steadfast in its focus. And America is in the 
midst of a culturally defining moment with 
the recent election of Donald Trump. Some 
question whether his win might embolden 
acts of discrimination or prejudice against 
people of color, immigrants, and the LGBT 
community 

“It’s the kind of musical that our country 
needs right now,” director Kenny Leon said 
during a break from rehearsal. “This is a part 
of our history that can’t be ignored and it’s 
relevant today in this country when race rela- 
tions are the way they are. And, even beyond 
that, no matter how you voted, we need to 
find ways to unify ourselves. We have been so 
focused on what has divided us.” 

That is the prevailing sentiment that looms 
over rehearsal inside the razzle-dazzle set 
for “The Corny Collins Show” The cast and 
dancers are running though the curtain-call 
song, “Come So Far (Got So Far to Go),” per- 
formed by Grande and Hudson. (One of two 
songs that were written for the movie that 
made it into the production.) It’s a piece of 
lyrical solidarity: 

“Let’s move past the bad times/But before 
those memories fade/Let’s forgive but not for- 
get/And learn from the mistakes we made.” 

“We thought it would make a great curtain 
call for the show because the message really 
sums up everything that ‘Hairspray’ is about 
and what we all need to hear right now,” said 
Neil Meron, who is returning to produce the 
NBC musical with his longtime collaborator 
Craig Zadan for the fourth straight year, dur- 
ing rehearsals. 

Zadan adds: “This sadly doesn’t feel like a 
period piece. ... We just hope to bring some 
light.”
